“Lawrence of Arabia, 
Hurt 
In Cycle Crash, Is Weaker 


Wool, Dorsetshire, Eng., May 15 
(AP). -As desperate a fight as ever 
“Lawrence of Arabia" waged on the 
desert is being fought by the king’s 
honorary surgeon to save the life 
of the famed wartime figure, his 
skull fractured in a motor-cycle ac­ 
cident. 
The military hospital at Boving- 
ton camp, where Colonel Lawrence, 
known as Aircraftsman T. E. Shaw, 
lies unconscious, announced that “it 
is now ascertained that Shaw has 
a fractured skull.’’ 
A hospital a t­ 
tache said “his condition is very 
serious.” 
Takes Turn for Worse 
Lawrence took a turn for the 
worse, 
his physicians announced 
Tuesday night after a lengthy con­ 
sultation. His condition was termed 
“extremely critical" and he had still 
failed to regain consciousness. 
Dr. Cairns, a specialist from a 
London hospital, said Lawrence’s 
condition was too critical to permit 
an operation. 
The 
authorities 
maintained 
a 
strict silence regarding the details 
of Monday night's accident. It was 
apparent that Shaw was traveling 
at a terrific speed when his vehicle 
shot around “Hellfire com er” at 
Moreton Heath and collided with a 
15-year-old cyclist with such a vio­ 
lent impact that Shaw was cata­ 
pulted 130 feet. 


Acquaintances of the mystic fig­ 
ure, the so-called British “Haroun 
At Raschid." recalled that he once 
crashed at forty-five miles an hour 
while he was bringing some sausages 
back to the camp where he was 
“Aircraftsman Shaw." He also t<x>k 
a bad spill once at Highgate hill and 
was known as a daredevil cyclist. 
Was Returning to Cottage 
Marks on the roadway at the scene 
of the crash indicated that Shaw 
braked hard in a frantic effort to 
avoid running down the yoimg cycl­ 
ist. 
Tile spot is in a densely wooded 
area known as Egdon Heath in 
Thomas Hardy's novels, 
It is not 
far away from the cottage to which 
Shaw, a quiet voiced man wTio left 
Oxford in 1907 to devote himself to 
archaeology, retired recently after a 
glamorous and heroic military ca­ 
rter. 
The humble cottage is set 
amid rhododendrons and fir trees. 
Youth Taken to Hospital 
Aides at the hospital said he 
showed no sign of consciousness and 
apparently was growing weaker. 
Maj.-Gen. J. W. West, honorary 
surgeon to King George, was in a t­ 
tendance. 
Members of the family 
were called. 
The youth who was riding the bl­ 
et ole, Albert Hargreaves, suffered 
from a concussion and was taken to 
the same hospital.
